(he sixth iovel °c tiie Franklin mine at 
fnuiklin, near thia city, yesterday aft- 
ecnooa. Sixty-two miners were impris- 
ooed »nd 37 were killed. The flre WHS 
won extinguished and tha work of 
taking out tho bodies began. All were 
recovered.

The damage to tho mine is not large. 
Several men were badly braised, and 


• one colored man was taken out with a 


token utck, their wounds indicating 
'that they had 
thrown 
themselves 


against posts aud timbers of the gang- 
way in a wild and desperate endeavor to 
escape. Bnt the majority, of the bodies 
tear no murks at all, not even a scratch 
and then- features were in quiet repose, 
indicating that their death had been * 
speedy and painless one. 


As soon as the alarm whistle Bounded 


from the engine house, people' began to 
crowd around tha mouth of the slope 
and the cry, "The mine ig on fire," 
quickly spread throughout the town. 
Among the first to reach the scene was 
Superintendent Bamsey. 
He tried to 


appear unconcerned and as though he 
did not belifvo any Uves would be lost, 
out crowds of people who lived near the 
tmek soon persuaded him to the con- 
trary. When the snperindent called for 
volunteers to go into the mine there was 
groat excitement. 


The first man to volunteer wai George 


Smalley, a negro, who with two others 
was lowered down tho 1,100 feet slope 
to the sixth level. There he met men 
from the sixth level south who were 
doing nil they could to rescue the men 
from tho north end. Others went down 
from the surface and found the body of 
the first man in the gangway about 1,000 
feet m from the slope. The body was 
tbat of John Anderson and was palled 
to the top of the slope. Its arrival on the 
surface was tha first intimation to the 
men, woman and children there that 
*ay oae had been killed. Consequently 
'when the body came up there was a 
Vild scramble to discover its identity. 
Jleanwhile the miners from the other 
aerels were carrying on tlio work of res- 
'«» m the mine. The fan keeping air 
ta.the mine had been stopped at the first 
Indication of fire, but when the rescuers 
went to work tho fan was started again.

DUN'S REVIEW OF TRADE. 


ChuntfUM During; tlio 1'nftt W«ek Have Mot 


««eii Dtiflnlto or Very XiuportAiit. ~~ 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—R. G. Dun & 


Company's weekly review of trade says: 
Changes during the past week ha,v« 
not been very definite nor very import- 
ant. As tho president's final decision 
regarding the new tariff issued, but not 
yet certainly known, part of the hetito- 
fciou which appears may be attributed 
to tho longer uncertainty which must 
soon terminate. Other conditions, it 
not entirely favorable, have at least not 
changed for the worse during the past 
week. _ 


Tho injury to covo. le less than many 


apprehended, but a still believed to 
have reduced the yield about 600,000,- 
000 bushnls. The strike of coke,workers 
and coal miners has ended, and while 
the lock-oiJt of cotton operatives is' im- 
Eortaut it affects the 
earnings and 


volihooc"! of a much smaller number. 
In all tliu groat industries some in- 


crease in demand for products has ap- 
peared. A somewhat increased demand 
for cotton goods has appeared, but per- 
haps riot yet as groat many have*antici- 
pated. 


In the iron aud steel manufacture the 


demand for finished products increases 
but is at present not as large as Hie ca- 
pacity of the works, which have endeav- 
ored to resume operations, so that thair 
competition results iu. prices nearly as 
low as have been reachsdjjivt any time. 


At Pittsburg and Cleveland there is 
more buying, but at Chicago consider- 
ably less than of late. Several more 
furnaces have gone into operation, not- 
withstanding the scarcity of water sup- 
ply at Conuellsville aud consequently 
of coke, and prices of pig iron are not 
further depressed. 


A moderate increase is seen in the 


•woolen mills in operation, and agents 
who have offered spring goods, general- 
ly at u, reduction of 12 1-2 per cent from 
last year's prices, have taken orders for 
considerable quantities. 


.About 1,600,000,000 buskelsisuowthe 
more common estimate of tho yield of 
corn, which will leave nothing for ex- 
port, and falling below a full supply 
for feeding, will materially affect prices 
of meats for tho coming year. Wheat 
has been stronger in spite of suoh 
favorable reports that a yield of 600,- 
000,000 bushels or more is now com- 
monly expected. Receipts at the west 
for the week were 4,964,228 bushels,- 
against 2,724,240 bushels last year, and 
Atlantic exports only 1,437,486 bushels, 
against 2,0511,428 last year. 


Hog products are only a shade strong- 


er; cotton fell a shade, mainly ou ac- 
count of curtailment of consumption by 
the strikes, but recovered. 
Accounts 


from the south continue to promise a 
yield considerably larger than that of 
1898. 


Tho liabilities of firms failing for the 


second week of August amounted to 
only $1,818,369, and for the last three 
weeks to only $7,262,076, of which *2,- 
633,209 wore of miuiufacturing und't3,- 
787,.'129 of trading concerns. The fail- 
ures this week have been 234 in the 
United Status against 410 last year, and 
29 in Canaan against 20 last year.

He participated in all the battles 
that followed after the evacuation of 
Corinth uutil the close of the war in 
which the 16th army corps was en- 
gaged, distinguishing himsel' by his 
courage and Udelity in the perform- 
ance of duty. 


At the close of the war he returned 


to his home in Lima, and at once en- 
tered upon the study of law in the 
office of Hon 
Isaiah Pillais, and 


•raduatea at the law school at Cln- 
coanatl, Ohio. On hie admission to 
ihe bar he associated himself with 
his preceptor, and began the practice 
of his profession in this city. 


In the year A. D. .1860 he was 


elected probate judge of Allen countv, 
Ohio, and assumed the duties of the 
office on the Slth day of February, A 
D. 1870. At the end of his three 
years term he was re-elected to the 
same office, the duties of which he 
continued to discharge for another 
)eriod of three years. 


As judge he was conscientious and 


>rompt, and his administration of 
the o«lce was marked by intelligence 
and integrity. In addition to his 
duties as probate judge his military 
spirit prompted him to organize the 
Melancthon Light Guards, now Co. C 
of second regiment O. N. G,: which 
le commanded for several years, and 
aid the foundation by strict discip- 
ine for the triumphs since won by 
jhis company, which have become 
national.

.erm as probate judge, lie again re- 
umed the practice of law, associat- 
ng himself with Charles N. Lamlson, 
rVhicU continued until January, A.

he 21st inst., at the home of his sis- 
,er in Goshen, Ind., where he had 
•one in the hope of relief.
